John C. Montgomery, 
Head of Finnish Desk, 
Decribed as Responsi- 
ble Job. 


John C. Montgomery, chief of the 
State Department's Fingish desk, 
was found hanged early today in 
the fashionable Georgetown home 
of Attorney A. Marvin Braverman, 
where Montgomery lived. 
Returning home at about 4 a.m. 
from an engagement, Braverman 
found the body sprawled nude on 
a second-floor landing. Braver- 
man telephoned police. 
Homicide detectives said Mont- 
gomery, 41 years old, had been 
hanging from the third-floor stair 
railing by a bathrobe sash and a 
hempen cord, which apparently 
had broken under the weight, al- 
lowing the body to tumble a 
flight below, It was believed he 
had been dead three or four hours 
when the body was found. 
Montgomery had lived for 
about five years in a third-floor 
room of Braverman’s three-story 
home. Like Braverman, who often 
has been linked romantically by

Joseph T. Carp, Park Ridge, 
III., building contractor and real 
estate dealer, told the jury late 
yesterday he sold Knetzer, “and a 
woman he called his wife,” a $55,- 
000 ranch-type home in Park 
Ridge, a Chicago suburb, a month 
before Knetzer’s Ponzi-like scheme 
of selling automobiles at a loss 
collapsed in 1948. 

The “wife” referred to by the 
witness was Dorothy Kelch Knetz- 
er, former dancer at a Chicago 
hotel, who says she married the 
“automobile wizard” without 
knowing he had à wife, Dolores, 
and a 4-year-old daughter living 
in a $40,000 home in Edwardsville. 

Carp testified that Knetzer and 
Miss Kelch appeared at his real 
estate office on Sept. 6, 1948, 
looked at several homes he had 
for sale and selected a six-room, 
two-bath ranch house priced at 
$55,000. Following a brief con- 
ference, Knetzer and Miss Kelch 
produced $6500 in cash as a down 
payment. Carp added that Knet- 
zer suggested he “count the 
money.” 

Several days later Miss Kelch 
paid an additional $1000 and 
discussed furnishings, carpeting 
and the installation of a bar, 
Carp related. On Sept. 23 Miss 
Kelch and Knetzer brought in 
$12,600 in cash and on Sept. 26 
they appeared with $13,700 more, 
the witness told the jury on Oct. 
4, the day before bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings were filed against 
Knetzer, $4400 was paid. The pay- 
ments totaled $38,200, of which 
$27,500 was on the purchase price 
of the house and $10,700 for fur- 
nishings, Carp testified. 

Knetzer signed a trust agree- 
ment assigning the house to Dor- 
othy Kelch Knetzer, who moved 
in, Carp said. The property was 
subject to a $27,500 mortgage un- 
der the $55,000 purchase price, 
the witness added. 

Following the bankruptcy, the 
house was taken over by the trus- 
tee in bankruptcy, who appraised 
the property at $45,000. Carp 
testified he bought the property 
back at the appraised price, pay- 
ing $17,500 in cash and assuming 
the $27,500 mortgage. Meanwhile, 
Miss Kelch moved out and took 


the furnishings with her, making 
it 


necessary to redecorate the 
house, Carp testified. Carp ap- 


parently was ahead $10,000 on 


the transaction.

practical. Where this has been 
done in other cities, dental decay 
has been reduced 66 per cent, he 
stated. 
Safe and Inexpensive, He Says. 

Adding of fluorides in con- 
trolled amounts is safe and inex- 
pensive, he continued. Its use is 
especially effective * reducing 
decay in the teeth of growing 
children, he said. 

He stated that 4700 school chil- 
drén in St. Louis had 13,350 
teeth extracted in 1952 in free 
dental clinics conducted by the 
Health Division and that 7900 
children had 21,200 teeth filled. 
Dental operations of all kinds in 
these clinics totaled 67,600, he 
said. 

Surveys conducted by the divi- 
sion concerning the condition of 
teeth among 12-year-old children 
showed the following conditions, 
he added: Among parochial school 
children, 31 per cent of teeth de- 
cayed, 5 per cent missing and 63 
per cent filled; among public 
school children, 46 per cent de- 
cayed, 5 per cent missing and 63 
per cent filled.

A Solution for Now 
If traffic is ever going to de unstuck in St. 
Louis, the city will have to adopt something 


close to the new Chamber of Commerce traffic . 


plan. Years of piecemeal efforts have accom- 
plished little. 

The whole problem here is to make room now 
in the streets for the thousands of cars and 
trucks and busses using them. A recent Fitzpat- 
rick cartoon showed the cars piling up on top of 
tach other: Before we quite come to that, a way 
must be found to keep the cars moving. 

That is what the Metropolitan Committee for 

Traffic Improvement headed by Edwin M. Clark 
hopes to do. This Chamber of Commerce or- 
ganization proposes a drastic revision of city 
traffic rules. It suggests more one-way streets, 
restricted parking, automatic controls and rigid 
police enforcement of these measures. 

Obviously this is a short-range answer to con- 
gestion. The long-range answer has to be new 
expressways and off-street parking. St. Louis 
has to create new space for cars for the future. 
But short of that, the committee's plan is to do 
as much as can be done right now. 

With this objective in mind, the committee 
made a wise compromise between the need for 
parking and the need for space for moving cars. 
On some streets no parking would be allowed; 
on others parking would be permitted on one 
side only. There would be further restrictions 
on many streets during rush hours. 

The narrow downtown streets would generally 
be made one-way. This obviously would help 
traffic flow in the main business district. To 
speed movement to and from that district, the 
plan calls for limited parking on many north- 
south and east-west thoroughfares. And it would 
turn Delmar and West Pine boulevards into re- 
versible one-way avenues reaching farther west- 
ward. 

Aside from the many detailed suggestions on 
traffic rules, the committee suggests that the 
proposed city bond issue provide funds for a 
complete traffic control system. That would help 
get rid of the stop signs which dot our streets 
like road blocks. 

Moreover, the committee wants more traffic 
police. And obviously none of the plan could be 
successful unless the police force were both ade- 
quate and determined to enforce traffic rules 
better than they are now enforced. 

Action on the traffic plan is up to City Hall, 
the Board of Aldermen and the Legislature. The 
latter would have to authorize more policemen. 
The aldermen would have to pass on the traffic 
regulations. And it is heartening to note that 
Alderman Everett J. Taylor, chairman of the 
aldermanic traffic committee, believes the new 
plan has “great merit.” 

Charles E. Albariese, president of the Board 
of Aldermen, offers sensible advice on proced- 
ure. He suggests that the plan be put before the 
City Plan Commission and Board of Public Serv- 
ice for study and indorsement. Then he thinks 
it should be placed before the Aldermen in one 
package.” If it appeared in separate ordinances, 
these might be chipped away one by one until 
there was little left. 

Details of the Chamber of Commerce project 
may be altered. But the objectives of the plan 
can be achieved before warm spring weather 
further crowds the streets. It is a matter of de- 
termination in City Hall and in the Board of 
Aldermen. It is a test of official leadership 


against the costly paralysis in our streets. 


Hope for the Seaway? 

Senator Wiley has said he will offer a new 
plan for permitting the United States to partici- 
pate with Canada in construction of the St. Law- 
rence seaway. Unhappily; however, the Wiscon- 
sin Republican would establish a seaway develop- 
ment agency that would deal solely in canal 
building. Hydroelectric projects would be en- 
tirely outside its province. 

Under his proposal, New York State and the 


Province of Ontario would be permitted to con- 


struct a $400,000,000 power plant to tap what 
has been called the greatest undeveloped source 
of hydroelectricity on this continent. Steps 
toward this end already are under way. Presum- 
ably the Senator’s plan would speed this up by 
giving consent of Congress to the joint venture. 

But the question that arises from this kind of 
an arrangement is whether it would best serve 
the interests of the two eountries. For one thing, 
there have been indications that the New York 
Power Authority is inclined to ignore the power 
requirements of neighboring New England, 
which is as power-shy as New York and Ontario. 
For another, there are grave doubts that New 
York would allot more than a minimum share 
of this power to co-operatives and municipalities. 


‘These and other potential hazards could be 
avoided if hydroelectric projeets as well as the 
waterway itself were a joint venture of the two 
governments. The waterway represents a re- 
source that belongs not to a state or a province, 
but to the people of the United States and Can- 
ada, and it ought to be developed for their com- 
mon good. 
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Keeping an Eye on the Ball 
The decision of the Citizens Committee for 
the Hoover Report to resume operation is one 
which we applaud. The committee does that one 
thing the lack of which causes failure in so many 
sincere efforts, particularly in governmental af- 
fairs. It follows through. 


It has put pressure on the President to give 
“profound new impetus” to the reforms pro- 
posed by the Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government. It has 
chided Congress for stopping as soon as the 
going became hard. 

When a reform struck a snag, the committee 
set about to unsnag it. When certain important 
measures lacked public attention because they 
were complex and uninteresting, the committee 
attempted to make them at least clear and to 
urge them insistently upon the notice of the 
voters. 

We have here, for instance, an eight-page 
typewritten statement on Senate Bill 1135, deal- 
ing with federal personnel management, which 
the committee issued at one point. It issued 
many such statements on many parts of the 
Hoover Report. 

They served to bring to the attention of edi- 
tors subjects which might have been lost in 
the shuffle of matters calling more immediately 
for attention. They made the salient facts avail- 
able to newspapers and other agencies of pub- 
lic information, some of which might have lacked 
time to gather all these facts for themselves. 


Nationally the committee has enjoyed services 
like those of Dr. Robert L. Johnson, president 
of Temple University, at Philadelphia, its na- 
tional chairman. But it has gotten a lot closer to 
the grass roots than Pennsylvania avenue. State 
committees have been set up under it, and local 
committees.

The talents which make 
a successful business leader may possibly make 
the same man a successful government leader, 
but if so it will be because those talents are ap- 
plied in ways appropriate to government. 

Government relies on persuasion, not on di- 
rectives; on compromise, not on authority; on 
leadership, not command. Every recruit to gov- 
ernment, from whatever field he comes, has an 
altogether new job to learn. 
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What an Index Is For 


What is the purpose of a cost-of-living index? 
Surely it is to reflect accurately changes in the 
cost of living. Whether or not the new Bureau 
of Labor Statistics index accomplishes that pur- 
pose ought to be the only question in the dis- 
pute now boiling between the bureau and those 
unions whose wage contracts are tied to the cost 
of living. 

The new index has been criticized because it 
allows 30 per cent for the cost of food instead 
of 33 per cent as before. But the criticism is 
valid only if it can be shown that typical mod- 
erate income families do actually spend more 
than 30 per cent of their budgets for food. 

The new index also gives weight to prices of 
new products like television sets and frozen 
foods, whereas the old index omitted such itéms. 
ebe eee 
fairly reflect the buying habits of typical fami- 
lies. If they do, tien the index cannot justly be 
criticized for including them. 

As for the change in base periods from 1935- 
39 to 1947-49, we do not see how this can be 
fairly attacked. Retaining the earlier base period 
serves no purpose except to distort the actual 
effect of current changes in the cost of living. 
With a prewar base, a 3 per cent change in the 
cost of living means more than a 6-point change 
in the index; whereas on the postwar base it 


may mean little more than a 3-point change. g

wise inaccurate, it should be accepted, and the 
necessary adjustments in union contracts should 
be made. 6 
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Tit- for- Tat, McCarran Style 

Ridiculous restrictions in the McCarran Immi- 
gration Act have provoked equally ridiculous 
proposals in France. Socialist deputies in Paris 
are asking for a law to restrict visits by seamen 
of “certain nationalities,” meaning Americans. 

This is silly, and the French do not deny it. The 
sponsors of the bill say they have no desire to 
become French McCarrans. But they think re- 
prisal is fair when America “holds obstinately 
to practices inadmissable between free nations.“ 
By this they mean that the United States has 
forbidden French sailors to land until the sea- 
men went through loyalty investigations under 
the McCarran law. 

Though the French bill may never pass, it 
demonstrates the hostility abroad. aroused by 
the McCarran Act. Congress should waste no 
time in revising this immigration law. For if it 
did not seem strange for us to apply loyalty tests 
to Frenchmen, now the shoe is on ‘the other 
foot. What if American citizens are required to 
prove they are not disloyal to France? 
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A Road -Block Demolished 


The Kansas City cabal’s last legalistic obstacle 
to the establishment of a full four-year medical 
school at Columbia has, we hope, been overcome; 
and the curators of the University of Missouri 
should be able to get construction started with- 
out further interference. 5 

The basis for this is a ruling by Attorney 
General John M. Dalton that the last Legisla- 
ture’s appropriation of $6,000,000 for the work 
is valid despite former Gov. Forrest Smith's de- 
letion of an authorization of the use of part of 
the money for the purchase of land. Mr. Dalton 
has decided that this partial veto, regardless of 
its legality, is a nullity and that the appropria- 
tion is valid. 

The fine-spun objection was raised in Jeffer- 
son City by representatives of the group which 
has long fought to have the new medical facili- 
ties in Kansas City rather than at Columbia. 
They asked a suit testing the legality of the ap- 
propriation. State Comptroller Elmer L. Pigg 
also withheld requested funds from the curators 
when he was notified by a Kansas City attorney 
that the appropriation had been questioned. The 
Attorney General's ruling was made at Mr. Pigg’s 

No doubt, other delaying tactics can be 
dreamed up, but this ruling really ought to set- 
tle the issue. It has already been settled on its 
more fundamental merits. The last Legislature 
rightly decided that a medical school ought to 
be established in close proximity to the other 
scientific facilities of the state university, and 
that the Columbia site promised the maximum 
in better medical care for rural Missouri which 
certainly is in far greater need than the cities.

President Eisenhower's address was in 
every way that of a world leader address- 
ing a world audience. It was a picture of 
responsibilities that cannot be shirked and 
of tasks that cannot be undertaken in any 
spirit save that of national dedication. 

By no other President assuming office, 
at no other moment in history, could quite 
such a speech as Eisenhower's have been 
made. For the terrible consciousness of 
the latest atomic developments was in his 
words, and the full weight of the experi- 
ence that America has passed through in 
these years of struggle against Communist 
heresies and oppressions. 


It is the new President's strength that he 
combines a vivid awareness of the times 
with a sense of the old verities and tested 
standards. The speech, from its unusual 
opening prayer, was shot through with 
gleams of idealism—the kind df idealism 
that has characterized America in its great- 
est undertakings; yet it took into account 
all the harsh realities of an epoch of dis- 
appointments and recurring trials. 

To be able to translate into modern 
terms the most deep-rooted convictions of 
the American people, to set traditional 
loyalties and hopes in a fresh context, is 
one of the requisites of high statesmanship. 

This Eisenhower achieved effectively in 
his inaugural. The image he held up be- 
fore the world was that of the America of 
old times, but with its vision extended to 
the full scope of today’s challenge. 

At the level from which the new Presi- 
dent viewed events, foreign and domestic 
policy can scarcely be separated. The se- 
curity and prosperity of the free nations 
become our freedom and prosperity. 


Conversely our productive strength is 
the safeguard of all that is most precious 
in the world. Utopian visions of reform, 
such as have too often in the past weak- 


ened America’s foreign policy, fade in the ) 


light of this approach. 

“For this truth must be clear before 
us,” said President Eisenhower in a fine 
sentence: “Whatever America hopes to 
bring to pass in the world must first come 
to pass in the heart of America.“ 

An Administration keyed to this inaugu- 
ral—as President Eisenhower intends that 
his own shall be—evidently has no easy 
way marked out for it. National leader- 
ship of the rarest kind is necessary to 
keep the eye of the people fixed steadily 
on the large goal. 

The inevitable tendency to slide back 
into more limited concepts must be with- 
stood. Yet the chances of success are 
more than favorable. 

Not only is President Eisenhower a lead- 
er whose capabilities have been proven 
here and abroad, but history, as he said 
yesterday, “does not long entrust the care 
of freedom to the weak or timid.”

Between Book-Ends 


He Began by Stealing Pigs 


THE BOUNTY LANDS, Wiliam Donahue EA. 

(World Publishing Co., pos., $3.95.)

This fine first novel introduces us to 
— Americans who are well worth know 
ng. 

We may never hear again of its hero, 
Thomas Woodbridge, the runaway appren- 
tice from Concord, Mass., who invaded the 
Ohio country in 1799 with nothing but the 
two white pigs he had stolen and a bounty 
warrant entitling him to a 100 acres of 
land, payment for his father’s services in 
the Revolutionary War. 

We shall certainly hear more of its au- 
thor, William Donahue Ellis, himself a 
veteran of the campaign in the Marianas, 
now a writer for radio programs, 


For Tom, his pigs and his warrant were 
enough, and what he did with them made 
him for 20 years a leader in the frontier 
town of Mesopotamia, just below Lake 
Erie, at the edge of the Indian country. 
He was not a leader in the conventional 
sense, for there never was a more perverse, 
stubborn, hot-headed, tough-minded citizen. 

Tom believed every man should stand 
on his own two feet and could do so 
if other men would let him alone. Driven 
to the wall time and time again, he goes 
on proving his 8 coming to terms only 
when he has to. He led Mesopotamia 
because he was the strongest man in it. 

It took a strong man to make his way in 
the Ohio country in those days, when a 
man’s worst enemies were not the maraud- 
ing Indians or the disappointments brought 
about by weather and season and natural 
frailties of crops and hogs. 

His worst enemies were the speculators 
from the East, always on hand in store- 
bought clothes, to take advantage of mis- 
fortune and absorb the holdings of the 
small settler. Of these, Tom's most implac- 
able enemy, was his own father-in-law. 


This is not so much a novel of adventure 
as a straightforward account of frontier 
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life, crude, colorful, heart-breaking and ex- 
ultant. And if the love story is low-toned | 


and quiet, it too shares in the strength of 
the whole book and has its dramatic mo- 
ments—for instance, the account of how 
Tom and Veronica were married, the young 
couple on one side of the river and the 
“Governor of the Squatters” holding a 
gun against the spine of the unwilling 
preacher on the opposite shore. | 

To the reader, this will be full-blooded, 
genuine, satisfying book. To the critic, it 
is a little disappointing because there 
seems to be nothing about it to criticize. 
We would have it in no way different from 
what it is.
